Do nothing in n hurry rannt the cows 
except the milking, aud don’t hurry about 
that, but be quick about It. 

Borrowing tools, aud sending them 
home dull or rusty, doeau’t make the 
other fellow grin. Better save up and 
buy your own. 

The labor of growing an acre of corn 
is of a character much more agreeable to 
perform and much less arduous than t tint 
of growing an acre of root, of any des- 
cription. 

Two ounces of fresh white hellebore 
steeped in one gallon of ho* water, used 
as a spray, is the best remedy for currant 
and gooseberry worms. Bht It must be 
used early, when the first worms appear. 
Watch for 'em. 

Don't cultivate the potatoes when out 
in bloom, nr coming out, unless you w ant 
a lot of stunted little tubers. Cultivate 
them before they get lhat big, aud hoe 
them clean of weeds. — May Farm Journal. 

Too many acres ls*-the drawback and 
upon a principle like that entirely too 
many farmers are conducting their busi- 
ness. They are trying to produce on two 
acres of land what might better be pro- 
duced on one. If such a principle will 
bankrupt a manufacturing concern, how 
can a farmer expect to prosper by apply- 
ing ll? 4 

Until apple trees begin to bear the 
foundation branches should be cut back 
annually to make them short and strong 
to support heavy loads of fruit without 
breaking down. After fruiting begins, 
not much pruning is necessary, except to 
thin out surplus growth and to keep the 
tree symmetrical. Always prune from 
the top down and not from the bottom 
-P. * 

While a calf may have nothing but 
skim milk from birth and make a go of 
it, it will never be the calf it might have 
been had it been started on new milk and 
gradually changed to a skim milk ration 
re-inforced by a handful of oilmeal at 
each feed and later by 'oats aud shelled 
corn. Scrimping the feed of the calf in 
order to sell a little more cream or butter 
is not a good plan for any animal which 
is being raised for profit. 

Millions of dollars annually are squan- 
dered by the farmers of the United States, 
through careless methods. Manures 
spoil on the heaps or run oil' like water 
after a shower any where hut to a place 
where they would do good. Neither 
means nor technical knowledge are lack- 
ing in the matter of working the soil, but 
it is precisely in this particular that the 
average farmer ranks very low Smaller 
farm holdings make possible a better 
preparation of the soil. 

The use of wood ashes is not now so 
general since potash salts have been In- 
troduced, and farmers should endeavor 
to learn more regarding botli potash and 
phosphates. Experiments show that the 
sulphate of potash gives better results on 
tobacco thau mnrate, but strawberry 
growers give preference to the murate. 
All crops will be benefited by the use of 
potash, some more than others, but the 
effects of potash largely depend upon the 
condition of the soil. It is excellent on 
fruits, clover, peas and beans, and seldom 
fails to increase the yields od sandy land. 

IYas are more hardy than any other 
garden vegetables, and a slight frost will 
not injure them. But they may be sown 
too early, for all that. The condition of 
soil and air at the time seed is pot in 
the ground has apparently more influence 
than beat or cold afterwards. In some 
experiments reported a year ago it was 
found that peas planted dating a warm 
day, and followed by warm weather, for 
24 or 48 hours after, grew, blossomed, 
and bore frnit ready for picking earlier 
than peas planted on like soil a ;week 
earlier, when both air and soil were too 
cold for germination.

Shoe Industry. 

Tan goods furnish the one bright spot 
in the otherwise dull shoe ami leather in- 
dustry. Business goes on steadily, hut 
without emotion Prices are firm. Be- 
lated orders are keeping some factories 
very busy. 

The movement of tan goods for both 
men and women continues in large vol- 
ume. Iu spite of late spring, demand for 
tans has surprised manufacturers. Both 
boots ami lowcnts are selling, and the 
New York retail market hasTouml t he call 
as strong, if not stronger, than it was at 
Easter-time. It is evident that demand 
for bools of this popular color will be in 
evidence in the autumn, though not so 
markedly as now, ami more likely to run 
to storm goods. 

Foot wear, more especially adapted and 
intended for outing and vacation wear, is 
commanding attention of manufacturers. 
While there is always a market for such 
goods, all the year round to supply those 
who winter in Florida or other Southern 
lands, the bulk of the trade in the staples 
is in the summer. The greater quantity 
of vacation goods is for women’s wear, 
as several kinds of shoes aud slippers are 
necessary for a summer-girl’s outfit. The 
patterns of the more expensive shoes are 
reproduced in the cheaper grades, so the 
woman of moderate means can have the 
satisfaction of wearing as good-lookiDg 
shoes as her more wealthy neighbor. 

The demand for this peculiar class of 
footwear increases annually and the in- 
crease seems bound to continue as larger 
numbers of people find means and time to 
indulge in summer outings. 

Conditions of trade throughont the coun 
try vary, and business is “spotty.” It is 
not surprising that dealers arc not giving 
salesmen much encouragement, for they 
want to see their stock move a little faster 
before engaging other goods. However, 
it Is probable that the fair in Easton in 
July will bring a large number of buyers 
together, and some have intimated that 
they would order then. As soon as the 
present rnn on specialties in a few shops 
is enough work to warrant opening on fall 
goods, which then will (reach the dealers 
later than they should. The one thing 
needful is a continuation of the mild 
weather, which will put rctaiil stocks in 
motion ; then the dealers wi^l begin to 
think more of the future. 

An interesting development is the satin 
shoe, which in all patterns from boot to 
pump is thought to promise a strong ri- 
valry to the velvet shoe. The art of mak- 
ing satin shoes has been acquired, and 
they are being turned oat for summer 
wear in large quantities. Black is the 
leading color, but all colors are available, 
making it possible to match most any 
gown. The pump is expected to be popu- 
lar for tbis pattern Is provided with a de- 
tachable ankle-strap, making the shoe ser- 
viceable in two ways.— Boston Trans- 
| cript.

Why quibble over 70 cents 
xvliich opens every door to the “World in 
Boston,” xvliich is the biggest educational 
and inspirational enterprise Boston has 
ever seen? 

For 23 cents, tlie entrance fee, one cau- 
not possibly see in one day ail that is of- 
fered. Another 23 cents takes one into 
the hall where is presented the “I’ageant 
j of Darkness and Fight." Of this, Louis 
Elson, one of Boston’s severest musical 
critics, writes: “‘Darkness aid Fight’ 
is not the least part of this phenomenal 
exhibition of which not only Boston but 
the nation may be proud.” One may buy 
reserved seats^for the “Fageant” or enter 
the’ hull a bit early and find plenty of 
good unreserved seats. 

An entrance to tableaux hall is ten 
cents and another dime takes one into 
moving picture hall xvltere scenes in 
foreign lands taken by - travelers ami 
missionaries, are presented As to its 
being a “cheap slioxv,” it is far from it. 
' Each exhibit has missionaries and many 
; have natives from tlie lands represented 
j who not only speak with authority but 
j have hundreds of dollars' xvortli of curios 
to slioxv, curios that can be duplicated no 
; xv here else. 

! There are many people who do not be- 
j lievu in foreign missions. Many white 
j people, even in this enlightened age, 
seem to believe that the gospel is for the 
I xvliite people odIv, forgetting “the yellow, 

, the red, the brown and the black” who 
make up the largest part of tlie luimau 
family. God lias not forgotten them and 
today we have tlie Bible in over 400 
languages. Come and see some of these 
Bibles. 

i As to tlie fact that there are “too many 
heathen at home," do thev not too often 
j stand self convicted by tiie words that 
“proceed from the mouth?” 

Could all the white people xvho live in 
tlie sunshine and safety of Christian civ- 
ilization, be concerted as easily as the 
Indian or tlie Af.iean, what would it not 
mean to the churches whose doors they 
seldom enter and from these churches to 
the whole world?

To Freshen the House. 

“When spring comes around each year 
and nature begins to put on her gay 
clothes we naturally feel that it is time to 
brighten and freshen the house. It is 
not so much that things are shabby and 
stuffy from the winter s use as that we 
want our surroundings to express the 
general renewal, the clean and airy fresh- 
ness of the spring,” says Woman’s Home 
Companion for April.

allott ed to feel that home is still home. 

“If some of the rooms need papering 
aud painting, choose a color-scheme that 
is not too dark and will harmonize with 
the furniture so that the rooms may reach 
their highest possibility of attractiveness. 
The curtains, if new, may be either mus- 
lin or net or scrim or one of the many 
dainty fabrics that are offered in the shops. 
The fancy scrims, both in natural color 
and those printed In colored designs, are 
charming and range in price from twenty- 
five cents to about one dollar and a half a 
yard. Shades should also be renewed if 
necessary. They can often be given a 
new lease of life by turning them upside 
down. This brings the less worn part 
at the bottom. Snch work must be done 
accurately and neatly and if you cau have 
help in handling the shades it will make 
it much easier for they are unhandy things. 

“Simplify wherever you can. Change 
the pictures about a bit and put up some 
new simple prints in place of some of the 
old ones for a change. Banish useless 
bric-a-brac, for a few well-chosen and 
well-placed ornomeuts are worth more, 
from an artistic point of view, than a 
motely array of amall juga and vasea. 
Fut away as moch as possible, leaving 
out bow ia and vases for flowers, and let 
them be the chief Bummer ornaments. It 
will also make the boresome work of 
dusting easier.”

Yet this Is hard xvork for their little 
muscles and burns up tissue in tlie 
fingers vpry fast It rest Intervals are 
too short and infrequent, there is not 
time for the removal of tlie waste 
products of this destruction through 
the normal channels nf the body and 
congestion results The feeling of 
fatigue or pain that follows long con- 
tinued use of any of tlie muscles is 
due to the influence of such poisonous 
material, as xvell as to the stretching 
of the tissues caused by tlie pressure 
of fbe blood wbicb settles there.— Paul 
W. Golds bury in Atlantic.

HUGS THE EQUATOR. 

Strm iJpan Which the Sterry White 
t-olice Flo/vcr dooms. 

It is only on the world's waistband 
tbnl the starry while coffee flower 
blooms. Only between I lie fifteenth de- 
grees. north and south of the equator, 
can the tree be successfully grown and 
on those altitudes which art* between 
the 3.000 to 5.000 feet mark. Left by 
itself the plant will grow lo a tree 
twenty-five feet in altitude; but, as man 
is not usually over two yardsticks high, 
the bearing shrubs are kept by prun- 
ing under a maximum height of ten 
feet, so that they cau be easily han- 
dled. 

The seeds are thickly sown in tlie 
nursery, but as soon as babyhood has 
passed and the tender sprouts are able 
to bear a breath of wind or changes 
of temperature they are transplanted 
into orchards. They are set pretty far 
apart so that while young and not yet 
bearing the soil may be utilized with 
parallel rows of corn, bananas or plan- 
tain. A thrifty shrub grows berries 
when three years old and continues to 
bear during twenty years from three 
to six pounds of beans. Its glossy 
green leaves remind one of the laurel, 
and the fragrant, white, five petaled 
flowers— the perfume varying in dif- 
ferent countries and localities— grow iu 
clusters of from three to ten each in 
tlie axils of the branches. Well regu- 
lated streams of water run through 
the orchard to secure lusty growth, but 
when the berries begin to ripen the 
water is turned off lest the fruit be too 
succulent. The twin beans or nutlets 
ripen within a mass of pulp that looks 
like a dark red cherry, or in tint and 
size rather like a cranberry. This 
pulp, when perfectly ripe, is delicious 
to the taste, but when dried it is taken 
off either by hand or, ns is usually the 
ease in present day operations in Bra- 
zil, by most modem machinery.— St. 
Louis Republic. 

WORKED TOO HARD. 

Why David Graham Phillips Once Lost 
a Situation. 

Feople who thought that the late 
David Graham I’hillips had a rapid, 
fluent aud even at times overhasty 
pen were very far from the truth, 
says a writer in the Bookman. Mr. 
Phillips himself admitted freely that 
from first to last he always found lit- 
erary composition a labor— a labor of 
love that he could not have shirked 
if he would, but none the less a labor. 

A story which he sometimes told at 
his own expense illustrates this, it 
was shortly after his graduation from 
Frinceton that he sought work as a 
reporter and finally by offering his 
services for nothing obtained a chance 
to show what he could do on the lead- 
ing daily in a western city.

Window Leaves. 

Six species of plants that possess 
windoxv leaves have been discovered 
in South Africa.

When jou hoe corn, thin it out to nut 
more than three good stalks to. the hill. 
Nature doesn’t like to be crowded. 

Good fanning consists as much In over- 
coming adverse circumstances at Improv- 
ing favorable opportunities. 

It is less work to hoe twice soon after 
the crops come lip than it is to hoe once 
after the weeds get high, and it does 
much more good. 

Happy is the cow whose ownef grew a ( 
crop of mangels. This root equals silage, j 
The Holstein cattle men would hardly ^ 
undertake to test a cow for great produc- j 
tion without mangels. j . 

When the cows are lirst turned onto i 
the pasture give them all the good hay i 
they will eat at night. A good feed of 1 
dry ban night and morning will aid mate- ’ 
rially in preventing scours. i 

Top dressing at this season, with any- 
thing but the very llnest and best manure, 
except on sod for corn, is a waste of 
time and labor. The effect comes too 
late to benefit the crop. Some active 
commercial fertilizer should be used in- * 
stead. I 

A little neglect may breed a great mis-

Shoe Industry. 

The only key to unlock trade to the re- 
tail shoe dealers is warm weather, and 
until that comes to stay the sales will lie 
irregular and unsatisfactory. There has 
been improvement and business is increas- 
ing, but no real energy is noted. In other 
parts of the country than New England, 
where winter is not returning nightly, 
spring sales are increasing and manufac- 
turers are being called on for more goods 
to till the vacated shelves. The sale of 
tans is strong wherever they are offered. 
Retailers' stocks have proved insulllcieut 
to meet the demands, as these goods can 
be sold as fast as tiie shops can turn them 
out. The tastes of customers in the re- 
tailraarkets vary with localities. For 
women’s wear the pump seems to have 
become thoroughly settled in favor, al- 
though the sale of high boots is attracting 
attention. The high boot is so handsome 
and trim that it commends itself to those 
wearers who arc not fully satisiled with 
the ankle provided by nature, and find in 
the high tan boot a contour more gratify- 
ing. On the otiier hand a demand for 
pumps may always be expected from those 
whose ankles seem to invite inspection. 
So this season the shoe dealer will lie aide 
to perfectly satisfy the requirements of 
customers who desire neat tan foot-cov- 
erings. 

The satin and velvet pumps are not 
being overlooked in the mad scramble for 
tans, and most lines are selling moderately 
The durability of satin goods has limita- 
tions, but they are desirable while they 
can be maintained in their original shape. 

There is still a strong opinion that the 
white shoes are to have a ready and wide 
sale, but not until summer frocks of 
white are iu vogue is the demand expected 
to be of any importance. 

Work in the factories has reached the 
usual between-seasons period. Fall goods 
are to be made ; but there is still work to 
be done, and being done, on spring ami 
summer goods. Manufacturers are cut- 
ting leather for fall orders so there is 
more activity iu that branch of the busi- 
ness. 

The outlook for fall now shows a ten- 
dency to push fabric-topped goods with 
black velvet prominent. Russia goods 
will have a place, and dull blacks seem to 
be preferred to patent leather goods. The 
high topped boots for women will run to 
fourteen or sixteen buttos, and the slant 
or “jib” tops will be favored. That wo- 
men will want tan button boots for fall 
wear is expected, and manufacturers arc 
preparing for such an event. 

In considering the fabric lines, some 
dealers have had experience which may 
be of service to others. They have found 
that corduroy is not in the running wilh 
velvet or liable to succeed it; the brown 
and blue velvets are not desirable; that 
waterproof velvet is good in some places 
but not universiblv popular. 

There is no inclination on the part of 
the consumers to avoid the short-vamp 
shoe, and the time is not quite ripe for 
pushing longer vamps. — Boston Trans- 
cript.

Railroad Industry. 

The Industrial Bureau of thc New 
England Lines, established by order of 
President Mellen, began its activities on 
May 1. Its headquarters are at the South 
station; it is in charge of Mr. W. II. 
Seeley, with the title of Industrial Mana- 
ger for the New England Lines. The 
bureau, representing the transportation 
interests comprised in tiie “New Eng- 
land Lines,” so called— tiie New York, 
New Haven & Hartford and the other 
companies controlled by it: the Boston & 
Maine, Hie Maine Central, etc.,— is one of 
the most significant indications of Presi- 
dent Mellen’s New England policy. In 
ttius promoting the prosperity and sys- 
tematically encouraging the development 
of what Is already one of the most pros- 
perous sections of the United States, Mr. 
Mellen feels that, under thc stimulus of 
agencies of this sort, New EnglaDd is 
capable of vast expansion along its pres- 
ent lines of grow tli. 

Mr. Seeley co is directly to his new 
post from bis position as general freight 
and passenger agent of the Central New 
England Railway. That company has 
for the past eight years been owned by 
the New Haven. As soon as the neces- 
saty formalities are approved by the New 
York Public Service Commission it will 
be merged in the parent company by lease, 
with corresponding improvements in the 
way of efficient operation. Meanwhile 
the desired ends will be approximated by 
the extension of the jurisdiction of the 
New Haven’s officials over the respective 
departments of the Central New England.

“Two-Number” Toll Calls. 

Various reductions in rates or exten- 
sions of talking periods aje announced by 
the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company in connection with a 
change in the method of handling short- 
haul toll calls. 

After May 1 toll calls to most points 
within i5 miles of any exchange will lie 
handled by what is known as thc “two- 
number no-delay method.” This obviates 
the necessity of referring the call to the 
toll operator and thc somewhat cumber- 
some process of having her ask a lot of 
questions, such as “Whom do you wish to 
speak to?” “If Mr So-and-So is out will 
you talk to any one else?” “Who will 
speak at your telephone?” anti so on. 

Under the old method of operating, 
these questions were unavoidable because 
the answers were being jolted down by a 
recording clerk who in turn sent the slip 
containing these directions to thc toll op- 
erator. Naturally litis process consumed 
a good deal of valuable time, and time is a 
very important consideration in thc trans- 
action of business affairs in this swiftly- 
moving country. 

After carefully observing the results 
throughout the territory for slightly 
shorter distances the telephone people 
concluded they could handle calls up to, 
aud including, 15 miles just as local calls 
are now handled, that is, hy number. In- 
stead of calling for some particular per 
son, therefore, and being subjected to the 
exhaustive cross-examination of the toll 
recording operator, the caller must ask 
his local operator for the number he de- 
sires and then hold the receiver to his ear 
until the person at thc other end responds. 

In some places tiie word of supplying 
the necessary extra cable will not have 
been completed in time to permit tiie op- 
eration of this No-Delay System on May 
1, but will be put into effect as soon as 
possible. 

Under the old plan, one would call for a 
particular party and be charged a reduced 
rate if this party were not on hand to 
answer. This practice will be abandoned 
under the the new system of handling toll 
call calls whose radius is not more than 
15 miles from the calling [exchange. All 
calls will have to be made by number, but 
if for any reason the number desired does 
not answer there will be no charge for 
the call. 

Wherever this new plan has been tried 
it is said to have given great salisfacton 
to subscribers, inasmuch as connections 
are made in less than one-tenth thc time 
consumed in the old toll routine. 

After carefully tabulating calls cover- 
ing extended periods, the telephone people 
found that of what are known as “partic- 
ular party calls,” in other words calls for 
a designated person. In 89 per cent of the 
cases the party wanted was found at the 
other end of the line or within easy reach 
while in an additional six per cent of par- 
ticular party calls the call was completed 
to some other person as a satisfactory 
substitute. It is calculated from this ratio 
therefore, that even thc comparatively 
small number of particular [party calls 
would benefit by the changes announced, 
while on toll calls as a whole there would 
be a decided reduction in cost as well as 
an increase in efficiency. 

It is said hy those conversant with the 
matter that it will not be long before this 
“two-nnmber” system of handling toll 
calls will be extended to apply between 
points 40 to 50 miles distant, and even be- 
tween snch places as Boston and New 
York, where there Is a heavy toll traffic. 

Points in this locality favorably affected 
by a redaction in rate from 15 to 10 cents 
or an extension of the three-minute period 
to five minutes are as follows: 

Rockland, Stonghton, Hanover, *Bry- 
antvilte, Whitman, Brockton, N. Easton, 
Sharon, 'Marshfield, Norwcll, Scltuate.

PEOPLE LIVE IN THE CAFES. 

When They Do Get Into Their Houses 

Their Principal Occupation Is Look- 
ing Out of the Windows — Tho Mar- 
riage Customs of Greece. 

Home life in Greece, particularly in 
Athens, is peculiar. It might almost 
be said that there is no such thing. 
In Mr. Duckett Ferriman’s book on 
“Greece and the Greeks” the manners 
and customs of the picturesque Hel- 
lenes, which are little known to tlie 
average English reader, ure described 
at length. Mr. Fcrrimnn states that 
the Greeks do not know anything 
about the art of making a home. 

“One may meet witli exquisite clean- 
liness," he writes, “witli beautifully 
embroidered bed linen scented with 
rosemary, but never with what we 
mean by coziness. Tlie Greeks are far 
less In their houses than we arc, and 
when they arc at home they appear to 
spend most of their time in looking 
out of the window. They arc not given 
to inviting their friends * to their 
houses. It is not that they arc nig- 
gardly, for they will gladly entertain 
you at a restaurant at far greater cost 
to themselves. But it does not enter 
into their ideas to ask you home to 
dinner, even after an acquaintance of 
many years. 

“They do not ask each other, so it 
can hardly be expected that they 
should make an exception In the case 
of foreigners. The cafe Is a second 
home to them. There they meet 
friends and gossip. That is one reason 
perhaps why they dislike country life. 

“It offers no alternative to the home; 
there the hearth Is the social center, 
while In town it Is the cafe. In Athens 
those who do not own the house they 
dwell in seldom remain long in the 
same abode. Two or three years Is 
quite a long tenure. Many people 
make a point of moving every year. 

"The Imposing facades of Athenian 
houses conceal, for the most part, a 
bare and comfortless Interior, nnd n 
well kept garden Is rare. A garden Is 
not made in a year, and a person who 
changes his residence every twelve 
months does not want to be troubled 
with much furniture, nor Is he par- 
ticular ns to its arrangement, seeing 
that It will be carted away In n few 
months. 

“Home life hn3 no resources for the 
Greeks, as It lias for us. It affords 
them little occupation nnd no amuse- 
ment. They like to eat nnd drink In 
crowds, where there is noise and move- 
ment. Their Instincts are too gregari- 
ous to allow them to appreciate tiie 
domestic Intimacy which we prize. 

“The day chosen for marriage In 
Greece Is usually Sunday, but the day 
of all days In the year Is the Sunday 
preceding the Christmas feast. It is 
not fashionable now to be married In 
church. In Athens the ceremony takes 
place In the house of the bride's par- 
ents. A temporary altar Is set up In 
the middle of the room. 

“At the conclusion of the ceremony 
the priest and the couple join hands 
and walk three times round tho altar, 
the guests pelting them with comfits. 
Tho most Important part of the cere- 
mony Is the crowning of the bride and 
bridegroom with wreaths of orange 
blossom; hence n wedding Is popular- 
ly called ‘the crowning.’ 

“Love marriages are rare exceptions. 
The match Is made by the parents anti 
relatives rather tbnn by tho parties 
principally concerned. There are cer- 
tain established usages which, though 
not legally binding, are not to be con- 
travened with Impunity. 

“Then It is considered wrong for 
brothers to marry until their sisters 
have been wed. Again, girls must 
marry In order of senioritj*. It would 
not be right for a girl to be married 
while she had an elder sister who re- 
mained single. The men of n family 
are thus naturally anxious to see their 
sisters settled, and as a dowry Is In- 
dispensable its provision is often a 
matter of serious nnxlety and the fruit 
of great self denial on the part of the 
brothers if the parents are dead. 

"There are cases in which brothers 
have remained unmarried for years 
and have devoted all their hard earned 
savings to the dowries of their sisters. 
Among the poorer classes emigration 
Is resorted to, not Infrequently solely 
with this object, and many a dowry 
comes to a Greek maiden from across 
the Atlantic.” 

CLEARE D HIS CLIENT. 

Aar^n Burr’s Dramatic Accusation In 
a Murder Trial. 

It is undoubtedly true that in for- 
mer times In all parts of tbe country 
It was considered more Important and 
more creditable to save a man’s life 
or liberty than to get a verdict where 
property only was concerned. These 
days have passed, however, as far as 
New York is concerned, and In a lesser 
degree, possibly, In nearly all tbe other 
states, and despite the agitation on the 
subject they are never likely to re- 
turn. It is interesting to turn back 
to the earliest days of the republic 
nnd the careers of two lawyers who 
would have been giants In any age or 
In any country nnd who were antag- 
onistic In character and purpose— Alex- 
ander Hamilton and Aaron Burr. Both 
men accepted criminal ns well as civil 
cases. One of the greatest efforts of 
Hamilton’s life was his appearance for 
one Crosswell, charged with publish- 
ing a scandalous libel upon Thomas 
Jefferson. The court was divided in 
its verdict, but the prisoner was never 
punished. 

Aaron Burr, that erratic genius who 
lacked a balance wheel. Is said never 
to have lost a case in which he alone 
was counsel. It Is also of record that 
he won a case In which by a queer 
trick of fate his associate counsel was 
Hamilton. It was a murder case. The 
actions and manner of the principal 
witness against the prisoner seemed 
to Burr exceedingly suspicious, and it 
Is said that both Burr and Hamilton 
were undecided in their own minds 
which was the guilty party— the wit- 
ness or the prisoner. Hamilton's sum- 
ming up was perfunctory. Burr be- 
gan to address the Jury when it was 
nearly dark. Tbe witness for the 
prosecution was leaning against n pil- 
lar. His face was pallid and covered 
with jierspiration. lie listened intent- 
ly to the lawyer. Suddenly Burr seiz- 
ed a large candelabrum, and. throw- 
ing the light on the face of the wit- 
ness. shouted. “Behold the murderer, 
gentlemen!” Tlie witness turned and 
rushed from the courtroom and the 
prisoner was acquitted.— F. P. Ward 
In Harper’s Weekly. 

QUEER ' C AVALRY CHARGE. 

Attack Upon a Stranded Gunboat by 
a Mounted Squad. 

After the action at Sabine Cross- 
roads (in April. 1SG4» tbe Lexington 
was leading the fleet on tlie way down 
tbe Red river. A rifle fire was direct- 
ed upon her decks from the Confed- 
erate skirmishers on the shore. At 
one point tbe river widened ont and 
tbe channel meandered through an 
open stretch of comparatively shallow 
water. As the Lexington reached this 
open stretch tho man at the wheel, who 
bad been replaced once or twice dar- 


ing tin- trip, was struck by a well dl- 
rti 1 **. 1 shut fmm tlie bank. 'Tiie little 
vessel turned sidewise to tlie current 
j nml grounded Imw and stern,, across 
! tlie narrun rliantiel A squad of Con- 
[ federate < ava'ry. led by General Green 
! and ex Governor Alnuton. seized the 
opportunity fora brilliant coup. ' They 
rode out through the shallows, the wa- 
ter lieing up to the shoulders of their 
horses, keeping up such a sharp tire 
that the decks of the’ gunlioar laid to 
lie abandoned. Tlie cavalry reached 
the edge of tlie channel, and it seemed 
for a moment as If they would be able 
to get on Isiard and take possession 
of the vessel. If their attempt had 
been successful Hie vessel would have 
been sunk where she lay and the chan- 
nel would have been blocked. Tlie 
next vessel in the column was still 
above the point waiting until l>y the 
movement of tlie smoke from the 
stacks of tlie Lexington It could l»e 
known that the channel was clear. 
The men on the gunboat finally suc- 
ceeded in bringing to bear a gun from 
below, and a volley of shrapnel killed 
General Green. Discouraged by tbe 
death of their leader, tbe cavalry turn- 
ed back to the bank. The Yankee 
gunners again took possession of tlie 
deck and the wheclhouse. nnd. getting 
out their stilts (long poles fastened by 
swinging Iwlts to the side of the ves- 
seli. they succeeded, although still un- 
der a sharp fire. In pushing the bows 
of the vessel around and getting her 
again under way.— American Review 
of Reviews. 

The Chin and tho Throat. 

Remember always to arch the throat; 
almost as a horse does. If a woman 
talking to some one turns her shoul- 
ders slightly from him and then glaaoes 
back the line of tbe throat is always 
good. For myself I have at all times 
thought the delicate line from the tip 
of a woman's ear to the tip of her 
shoulder one of the most exquisite of 
the feminine body.

Power of Words. 

“For me.” writes Lafeadio nearn In 
the “Japanese Letters of Lafeadio 
Hearn,” “words have color, form, 
character. They have faces, ports, 
manners, gesticulations; they have 
moods, humors, eccentricities; they 
have tints, tones, personalities.” 

A good instance of this power ap- 
pears in a description of I’atti's sing- 
ing: “There was a great dim pressure, 
a stilling heat, a whispering of silks, 
a weight of toilet perfumes. Then 
came an awful hush— all the silks stop- 
ped whispering. And there suddenly 
sweetened out through that dead, hot 
air a clear, cool, tense thread gust of 
melody unlike any sound I ever heard 
before save— in tropical nights— from 
the throat of a mocking bird. It was 
‘Auld Lang Syne’ only, but with never 
a tremolo or artifice, a marvelous, au- 
dacious simplicity of utterance.”

Dogs In Harness In Belgium. 

Dogs that work in Belgium are 
bought and sold in tlie open market 
like horses, and if strong and well 
broken they bring from $20 to $25 
each. In manufacturing towns there 
is tlie usual number of horses, but for 
every horse you will see two dogs in 
harness on the streets. Early in the 
morning m irket women drive them 
hitched to c.irts loaded down with veg- 
etables. The grocer, the expressman, 
the butcher and tinker, all employ 
dogs to do tiie work of horses. They 
are much quicker than tlie horse, ami 
size for size they can draw a heavier 
load. It is said the dog in harness 
will go twice as far ns tlie horse with- 
in tiie same time. They are driven in 
wagons, single, double, treble and four- 
in-band. They are often kept in liv- 
ery barns like horses, are fed generally 
on black bread and horseflesh and cost 
in board from 5 to (5 cents per day 
They are sleek and well kept and np 
pear to enjoy their work.— Louisville’ 
Courier-Journal. 

A Drop of Water. 

Figures are sometimes impressive 
simply by being so stupendous that 
the human miml grasps them with 
difficulty. An instance in point is af- 
forded by the illustration once offered 
to his hearers by an eminent scientist., 
who. in order to tiring to their coni-- 
prehension (lie idea of ultimate parti- 
cles of water, stated that If lie was fo 
empty a tumbler containing half n 
pint of water, letting ont each secorijfl 
n numlier equal to 1.000 times the 
population of the earth, it would re- 
quire somewhere between 7,000,000 
and 47.000.000 years to empty tlietuni- 
bler. Lord Kelvin has assured us thdt 
if a drop of water was magnified tp 
the size of the earth tlie particlqs 
would be between tho size of cricket 
balls and footballs. If that statement 
Is correct the drops of wafer in all tbfe 
oceans are not many times so numer- 
ous as the particles, or molecules, in n 
Single drop.— St. Louis Republic. 

Illegible Coin Inscriptions. 

Lying cn the table in front of a 
numismatist was an old copi>er coin. 
It had experienced hard usage. 

“Can you read the date and the In- 
scription?” inquired tlie collector. 

The visitor inspected tlie specimen; 
but, although he had the aid of a mag- 
nifying glass, lie confessed that tlie 
words and figures were illegible. 

• “Let me assist you." the collector re- 
marked. Going to the kitchen range, 
be thrust an ordinary coal shovel into 
tbe fire and (icrmitted it to remain 
there until red hot. Withdrawing it. 
he dropped the coin on the utens^L.and 
if speedily became as red hot aa.,the 
shovel itself. Immediately tbe date, 
1*04, shone brightly in glowing figure* 
ou the obverse side of the coin, and 
similar treatment revealed the words 
“United States of America. One Cent.” 
oil tiie reverse. This test, according 
to the numismatist, seldom fail* Kith 
any coin even wlieu the inscriptions 
' have been worn so perfectly smooth 
that they are invisible to the naked 
eje.— New York Press.

FIGHTING FIRES THE BLOOD. 

An Old Veteran's Story of an Early 
Morning Attack In Zero Weather and 
tho Chango the Skirmish Wrought In 
His Half Frozen Body. 

“The expression ’heat of battle’ Is 
more than a mere poetic figure of 
speech descriptive of the fierce glow of 
emotion the soldier feels when In tlie 
midst of conflict." said n southern sol- 
dier who was an officer under Colonel 
Mosby. “It describes exactly (lie sen- 
sible. physical condition the soldier 
feels, no matter wli.it tlie temperature 
may be. 

“That this is true was evidenced by 
my own experience during tlie war be- 
tween tlie states. It was in February. 
18dl, and Colonel Mushy, with some 
hundred of us. was camped near L'p- 
perville, a village in Virginia about 
thirty miles south of Harpers Ferry. 
Late one afternoon our leader received 
a dispatch from General I.ee to make 
a forced march that night aud attack 
a body of Federal troops that was sta 
tloned on Loudon heights, which over- 
look Harpers Ferry. The weather was 
bitter cold, the coldest that had been 
known in that section for many years. 
The mercury was coquetting around 
zero, a six inch fall of snow, half melt- 
ed and frozen again, made the roads 
almost impassable, and a stiff north 
wind, added to these other evils, made 
tbe outlook for a pleasant dash of 
thirty miles a most dismally improb- 
able one. 

“It was about sunset when, muffled 
to the eyes against the biting frost and 
bitter wind, our column left camp at 
Uppervllle. For the first ten miles our 
squadron, made up of veterans inured 
to all manner of hardships, did not 
suffer much, and occasionally someone 
would even essay n Joke. But In the 
second ten miles the cold, that had 
slowly eaten Its way through overcoat 
and jacket and shirt, began to bite Into 
our bodies. To restore life to our numb 
legs we would take our feet from the 
6tirrups and let them hang until tho 
circulation was restored— an old trick 
with those compelled to ride much in 
the cold— and we would keep our 
bands nnd arms In some measure 
warm by beating them against our 
bodies or clapping them severely to- 
gether. 

“The second ten was bad enough, I 
say. but the last was— well, a polar 
nightmare. The vitality seemed to be 
frozen out of man nnd beast For 
hours the horses stumbled through 
the snow bearing n troop as silent as 
the dead save for an occasional 
thumping of some poor devil’s half 
frozen arms against his side as he 
sought to restore life to the deadened 
limbs. When I took my feet out of 
the stirrups to help the circulation I 
would have to take iny hands and lift 
my legs up to get the feet back In 
place, so lost to nil sensation were 
they. 

“At length about 3 o’clock In the 
morning we saw the lights of the en- 
emy’s picket fires and could distin- 
guish the muffled forms of the sentries 
as they paced their beats. There was 
a small strip of woods that ran to 
within a hundred or less yards of the 
Federal camp, and In this we formed 
lor the attack. My hands were so 
cold that I was unable to cock the 
hammers of my revolvers with my 
thumb, but was compelled to effect It 
with my teeth, holding the pistol be- 
tween my numbed fists and drawing 
back tbe hammer by gripping it In my 
teeth and polling It back until It 
caught 

“At length all was In readiness. As 
I sat there, barely able to grasp my 
revolvers, the ‘Charger rang out. and 
the next moment we were In the midst 
of the enemy, who were too astounded 
at an attack on such a bitter night to 
offer much resistance and for the most 
part fled dowD to narpers Ferry to 
the main body. Some of them, how- 
ever. put up a stout fight for u . M , _. 
awakened from warm sleep to feftitL 10 
the death in the bitter night air, and 
for a couple of mlnntes we had all we 
could do. but It was soon over, and 
we were In possession of the camp. 

"When I came to mysolf I found I 
was sitting with one leg thrown over 
the pummel of my saddle; my over- 
coat and jacket flung wide open, while 
my shirt, opened to the last button, 
allowed a gratefnl zero zephyr to play 
upon my bare sweating breast In 
my hand, from which I had pulled the 
gloTe. moist with sweat. I was hold- 
ing my hat. with which I was vigor- 
ously fanning myself. 

“And less than five mlnntes before I 
had been so chilled that had I been in 
a comfortable honse with a physician 
at hand he would have filled me fnll 
of hot drinks, wrapped me In blankets 
and kept me In bed a couple of days. 

“No,“ concluded the veteran, “tho 
•beat of battle' la something more 
than • mere figure of s peech."— New

Oil an* th r 00 , asion Hi • aefor taking 
the part of a Roman «’atholie priest 
had to say. "I hn-e mv eounfry and 
my people, and I shall never leave 
them." The words "eounfry” and 
“people" were changed to "wife and 
children." 

In another play the words "He walk- 
ed arm in arm with the emperor and 
whispered in his car" were changed to 
“He walked three steps behind the 
emperor and wliisjiered i:i his ear." 

“These and like blunders became 
standing jokes among the actors and 
give an Idea of the censor -hip at the 
time of nty engagement in Warsaw. 

I am sure tint onr censor was over- 
zealous in his s -rvices t 1 the govern- 
ment an I too Ignorant of the lan- 
guage to se“ his absurd mistakes."

The Great Musician Was Petted 
by English Royalty. 

A SOUVENIR OF THE MASTER. 


The Singular Memento That Was Sa- 
credly and Secretly Treasured by a 

Cold. Rigid and Rather Disagreeable 

Old Englishwoman. 

“YYben 1 was n very small boy in- 
deed,” writes Ford M. Ilueffer in Har- 
per’s, "when I wore green velveteen 
clothes, red stockings and long golden 
curls. th'*’» displaying to an unsympa- 
thetic world liic fact of my pre-lta- 
pliaelite origin. 1 was taken ouc day 
to n very large hall, lu front of us 
was a woodcu platform draped nil 
in red. Upon Hie platform was a 
grand piano. 

“In front of me the first row of the 
stalls had been taken away, nnd in 
place of them there had been put three 
gilded armchairs, before which was 
n table covered with a profusion of 
flowers Hint drooped and trailed to the 
ground. Suddenly there was applause 
—a considerable amount of applause. 
A lady and gentleman were coming 
from under the dark entry that led to 
the artists' room. They were the 
i’rince and ITincess of Wales. There 
was no doubt about that even for a 
small boy like myself. 

“And then there was more applause. 
What applause! It volleyed, it rolled 
round the hall. All were on their feet 
People climbed 011 to their chairs, 
they waved hands, they waved pro- 
grams. they waved hats, they shouted, 
for in the dark entrance there had ap- 
peared. white nnd shining, a head 
with brown and sphinxlike features 
nnd white and long hair and the eter- 
nal wonderful smile. 

"They advanced, these three, amid 
those tremendous shouts and enthusi- 
asm— the two royal personages lend- 
ing the master, one holding each hand. 
They approached the gilded armchairs 
Immediately In front of me, and the 
prince nnd princess indicated to the 
master that he was to sit between 
them at the table covered with flowers. 

“lie made little pantomimes of mod- 
esty. he drew Ids hands through their 
grasp, he walked quickly away from 
the armchairs, and because I was Just 
behind them he suddenly removed me 
from my seat and left me standing un- 
der all the eyes, solitary in the aisle of 
the center of t lie hall, white he sat 
down. £ do not think I was frightened 
by the eyes, but 1 know I was terribly 
frightened by that great brown, aqui- 
line face, with the piercing glance and 
the mirthless, distant, inscrutable 
smile. 

"And immediately just beside me 
there began what appeared to be a 
gentle and courtly wrestling match. A 
gentleman of the royal suit approach- 
ed the master. He refused to move. 
The prince approached the master, ne 
sat indomitably still. Then the prin- 
cess came nnd. taking him by the hand, 
drew him almost by force out of my 
stall, for it was my stall, after all. 

"And when lie was once upou his 
feet, as if to clinch the matter, she sud- 
denly sat down in it herself, and with 
a sudden touch ot good feeling she 
took me by the hand— tbe small soli- 
tary boy with the golden curls nnd the 
red stockings— and sat me upou her 
lap. I. alas, have no trace of t lie date 
on which 1 sat in a queen's lap, for it 
was all so very long ago; the king is 
dead, the master is long since dead, 
the hall itself is pulled down and has 
utterly disappeared.

Don’t crowd the fowls. Success de- 
pends, in a great measure, upon this. 

The old idea of letting an orchard take 
care of itself no longer survives. The 
mail who does that is simply throwing 
away his capital. 

In setting a lien give tier plenty of 
room or site is apt to break the eggs. A 
box about 14 inches square is about right 
and eleven or thirteen eggs is about 
enough to set early in the seaeon. After 
the weather gets warmer more eggs can 
be put under a lien.— Kansas Farmer. 

I f millet is sown for fodder, about 
three pecks of seed will be required per 
acre. Sow as soon as the ground lias be- 
come warm and dry in spring, or about 
tlie time of planliug corn. It should lie 
cut early, say when it conies into bloom > 
and then cured in the usual manner. 

Dou't cut down the grain feed too much 
when the cows are on grass; a little less 
cornineal during the summer may he all 
right, hut oats, brail or middlings in the 
winter amount will lie beneficial. 

No matter what the size of the garden 
plot may lie, not more than onc-fourlli— 
one-sixth would lie better — should be 
used in the ffrst planting. For prollt, as 
well as for pleasure, plantings should lie 
made at frequent intervals, because there 
are but few vegetables that are in the 
best condition for use longer than a few 
days. 

There is a money-making side to forest 
preservation, as is shown by the Corbin 
park in New Hampshire whose 17,000 
acres, managed by the most approved 
forestry methods, have paid interest on 
the investment for live years, and are 
constantly growing more valuable. 

Iii cutting asparagus for market, the 
cut is made about two inches in.dcr 
ground and care observed to have t he 
stalks about eight inches long. All 
broken ami small sprouts should lie left 
out. l’lace the heads evenly and cut the 
butts otr squarely. Make hunches that 
measure about four ami a half inches 
across tlie butts; from twelve to tweuty 
stalks are required for each hunch, ac- 
cording to the size of tlie stalks. 

Don’t forget to spray the grapevines. 
For the grape-berry moth ( which causes 
wormy grapes), tlie Bordeaux-arsenical 
mixture (or the self-boiled limc-siilpliur- 
arsenatc mixture), should he used about 
the time the berry reaches the size of a 
small cherry seed, or shortly before, and 
repeated in two or three weeks. Either 
spray is also a preventive of grape rot, 
mildew, etc. Where the berries are in- 
fested they should he picked off and 
destroyed, to prevent further develop- 
ment of the pests.— May Farm Journal. 

Hale, the well known peach expert, 
says the white-fleshed peach is coming to 
be in great demand wherever quality is 
sought for, and, as it is more hardy than 
tlie yellow-fleshed, it is better for the 
grower in a cold climate. He further 
says the Greensboro is the earliest good 
peach ; Waddell requires rich feeding and 
severe thinning ; Champion, the most de- 
licious flavored peach we have, requires 
severe thinning; Belie of Georgia, good 
quality, handsome; Elherta, handsome, 
of inferior quality, but the best seller and 
a sure money-maker; 

To prevent receatly planted trees from 
suffering for want of moisture, there is 
no cheaper or more effective method than 
mulching the soil above the roots with 
some coarse, fibrous material, such as 
hay, straw, or coarse manure from the 
barnyard. Tanbark, saivdust, or leaves 
any kind will answer the purpose, and 
in regions where long droughts are 
likely to occur in summer, the mulching , 
should never lie omitted, but considered a 
part of the operation of transplanting 
the trees. If the ground for the space of 
four or live feet above the stems of trees 
is covered with a mulch as soon as th«-y 
are set out, it will often prevent their 
dying and insure a vigorous growth. 

BKK KRKPRItS' CONVRNTION AT AMIIIKST. 

An especially attractive program has 
been arranged for the Bee keepers’ Con- 
vention and Field Days to be held at the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, June 
Gih and 7th, as a closing feature of the 
short course in lice Keeping. 

Demonstrations have been arranged in 
the use of the “Hand bottom board to 
control swarmina," inexpensive hive 
stands, “Fuller's queen rearing system,” 
flexible plate foundation fasteners and 
others. 

The regular faculty of the college will 
give several lectures and demonstrations. 

Besides these, Mrs. Anna Botsford 
Comstock o| Cornell University, Mr. E. 

It. Hoot of Medina, Ohio, and Dr. James 
Porter of Clark University, all having 
world-wide reputation as experts in the 
subject of Bee Keeping, hsve already been 
engaged as principal speakers. 

Displays of Bee Keepers’ apparatus and 
supplies will also be arranged for the in- 
spection of all who come Farther in- 
formation can be bad by writing 
The Director of Extension Work, 
Amherst, Maas.

Shoe Industry. 

Business In boot and shoe circles is fo!- 
lowing the sun, for where good 4vcather 
obtains sales arc satisfactory, and in gen- 
eral the retail trade is experiencing the 
usual spring conditions. 

The preponderance of sabs is of tan 
goods, and women’s lines are especially 
active. Low-cuts are preferred, but the 
demand for high button hoots of tail colors 
surprises the trade, the only explanations 
offered being the cool weather recently 
experienced. Meanwhile the sale of low- 
cuts goes oil steadily, and in some places 
the retailers fear a shortage, so much 
larger is the demand than the immediate 
supply. 

The call for tans is not confined to any 
eclion of the country, so it is believed 
that there is a good prospect of a big 
business in them in the early fall. In 
men's lines tlie low-cuts selling best are 
oxfords with lies, and the demand for 
button patterns is small. While the pres- 
ent demand is for short vamps, shoes of 
tile best grade with slightly longer vamps 
And customers. 

Styles of foot-wear for next year are 
anticipates! try the samples to he shown to 
the wholesale trade, and the high hoot 
for women will he retained. It is ex- 
pected that tlie value of this pattern will 
be thoroughly established this summer 
and next fall, and as most of the designs 
and patterns of hoots and shoes are given 
at least a year’s trial before dismissed or 
retained, tlie 10-huttoii hoot may lie count- 
ed on for next winter and the spring of 
1312. 

These boots will be made in the usual 
leathers of staple goods, hut the fancy 
materials will not he ommitted. Samples 
show satin of black and brown, white 
canvas and white buck, black velvet and 
Russian calf and tan kid. 

There will he just as many good things 
in low cuts. Shoes of every material ; 
pumps with straps and pumps without 
straps, and almost everything made with 
short vamps, high, high toes and high 
heels. 

Manufacturers are (hiding their situa- 
tion improving, as the movement of spring 
goods has nccesitated reorders for sum- 
mer business. At the same time they 
have orders to till for delivery in the sum- 
mer months, of seasonable goods, and 
they are cutting leather and getting ready 
for the manufacture of fall goods, so they 
are better off than formerly. 

There is always exploration of the nn- 
known to And some novelty in shoes, and 
in order to attract the jaded desires, pa- 
tent tans were devised, tint not sought to 
any great extent. Now a white patent 
kid leather is submitted, having it is 
claimed, the characteristics of black pa- 
tent kid, tlie smooth, glossy surface and 
high polish, but snow-white, and intended 
the supplement the white buck, as that 
supplemented while canvas. Another 
freak leather is a metallic kid in various 
colors, hut having a surface of metallic 
lustre — Boston Transcript.

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PICK BIRD GUARDS. 

Water Bird* and Heron Need Help- 
Breeding Grounds Beset. 

New York, May 15 : To guard tho lives 
and homes of millions of water hirels 
about the whole continent, a force of 
some sixty wardens is today being organ- 
ized at tlie headquarters of the National 
Association of Audubon Societies iu this 
city. Over the wild areas of many of 
the fifty-two National bird reservations 
that stretch along tlie Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts, the Gulf of Mexico and the big in- 
land lake‘8 these men are soon to take up 
their lonely patrol to protect and care for 
their feathered charges. Recent reports 
from these reserves, and other bird colon- 
ies that the Audubon workers have se- 
cured to ward off the threatened extinction 
of various species of water birds, show 
that this year special vigilance w ill he re- 
quired to defend the flocks that nest there 
from wholesale destruction at the hands 
professional poachers. 

Far into the cypress swamps of Florida, 
Louisiana and the Carolinas, where a few 
colonies of white heron still survive the 
slaughter for the millinery market that 
lias already driven them from the upper 
regions of this country, it is planned this 
year to send an auxiliary force of ward- 
ens Although state laws forbid the kill- 
ing of these most beautiful of birds, word 
has just been received at Audubon head- 
quarters that organized gangs are seek- 
ing them out at their breeding grounds 
and butchering hundreds of mother birds 
for their aigrette plumes while the young 
are left to starve. Special funds arc to- 
day being raised to provide additional 
wardens to stand guard over these re- 
maining heron colonies. 

While the Andnbon wardens may be 
calleei upon to cover one new National 
reservation at Clear Lake iu northern 
Califorgia, special arrangements are being 
made for guarding Bird Island on Orange 
L9ke*, Flojida, which has just been pur- 
chasetl as a bird sanctuary by the Mary 
Dutchcr Memorial Fund. A great colony 
of ibis and herons is known to be nesting 
on tliis island refuge, where it is reported 
that hundreds of white hetons have here- 
tofore been butchered by poachers to se- 
cure the “aigrettes” for tlie millinery mar- 
ket. Though two wardcus in Florida 
have already been shot to death, a volun- 
teer lias just offered his services for his 
post of danger. 

“Personal bravery and a knowledge of 
i he habits of tlie birds are tlie requisites 
in our selection of our wardens,” said T. 
Gilbert Pearson, Secretary of the National 
Association of Audubon Societies at its 
headquarters, 1374 Broadway, today. 
“This year there will fall upon tlie shoul- 
ders of these men the greatest Inmlcu 
that has ever been imposed on account of 
tlie high prices prevailing in the feather 
market. We hope to lie able to protect 
the mother heron as well as other water 
birds, though we arc obliged to raise 
special funds for tills purpose.”

An Act uki.ativk to thk compknsation 


ok non OKKICKItS.

Skction 1. Section oue hundred and 
forty-three of chapter one hundred ami 
two of the Revised Laws, as amended by 
section one of chapter two hundred and 
forty of the acts of the year nineteen hun- 
dred and seven ami liy chapter one hun- 
dred and eighty-two of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight and by 
chapter six hundred and twenty-nine of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred aud 
ten, is hereby further ameneled by strik- 
ing out the words “during the term of 
their employment,” in tlie seventeenth and 
eighteenth lines, and inserting in place 
thereof the words for the time actually 
employad, — so as to read as follows:— 
Section 143. The mayor of each city 
and the chairman of tlie selectmen ot each 
town shall annually, w ithin ten days after 
the tlrSt day of July, issue a warrant to 
one or more police officers or constables, 
to hold office for one year or until his 
or their successor or successors arc ap- 
pointed and qualified, directing them forth 
with to kill or cause to be killed all dogs 
within such city or town which are not 
licensed and collared according to the 
provisions of this chapter, and to enter 
complaint against the owners or keepers 
thereof ; and auy person may, and every 
police officer and constable shall, kill or 
cause to be killed all such dogs whenever 
or wherever found Such officers, other 
than those employed under regular pay, 
shall receive from the treasurers of their 
respective cities or towns one 
dollar for each dog so destroyed ; except 
that in cities of twenty-five thousand in- 
habitants, or more, they shall be paid the 
same wages per diem for the time actually 
employed which the regular police officers 
of snch cities receive. Bills for snch 
services shall be approved by the mayor 
of the city or chairman of the selectmen 
of the town in which said dogs are des- 
troyed, and in cities and towns in the 
coonty of Suffolk shall be paid from 
moneys received under the provisions of 
this chapter relating to dogs. The cities 
and towns in other counties shall be re- 
imbursed by the treasurers of their re- 
spective counties from the moneys re- 
ceived under snch provisions. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect 
npon its passage. [Approved Hay 4, 
1911.

LIFZ LUOY AMD OAR. 1 

Putting on tha One and Supporting 
Yourself With the Other. 

Very few persons know how to get 
into a life buoy, and, as in this uncer- 
tain 'world one never knows when one 
may need to make use of a buoy in 
real earnest, a little practice might 
prove of great value in an emergency. 

' Now, when the buoy is thrown into, 
the water tlie temptation is to try to 
lift it over one’s head and shoulders 
or to dive through It. Tliis. however, 
is impossible. The correct tiling is to 
grasp tlie two sides of the buoy with 
lingers of the hands uppermost, lower 
yourself under tlie buoy and come tip 
through the center, then rest your 
arms upon the sides, nnd you will lie 
romfortal !y supported ns long ns it is 
necessary. 

More often than otherwise, in ease of 
accident, a life buoy is not at hand. 
In such an event an oar may be used 
as a substitute. Now, there is some 
little art in saving oneself by this 
means, for an average sized scull is 
not buoyant enough to support a per- 
son if grasped as the first impulse 
would direct. 

There is only one way in which the 
oar will support a human being. It 
must be ridden like a hobbyhorse. 
Tlie haft is put between the legs and 
tlie blade allowed to project above tlie 
surface of tlie water In front of one. 
L5y this means tlie head Is kept well 
above the water.— Pearson's Magazine.

It requires a great effort to get a 
Burmese shop woman (they are nearly 
all women) to show yon her silks, and 
when nt last she has spread her mer- 
chandise broadcast upon the table and 
you nre reveling In the illusion that 
you nre living in the middle of a rain- 
bow, with a chance of holding fast to 
some of Its colors, she will ask her 
price, which is seldom more than a 
rupee too much, nnd will stick to It 
like glue. 

She Is an indolent lady in many 
ways, who loves a quiet life, nnd she 
has determined that her most com- 
fortable course is not to haggle In the 
market place. So you may make up 
your mind that bargaining nnd persua- 
sion are useless arts to practice in 
Burma, however valuable they may bo 
elsewhere.— Blackwood’s Mngazine.

"There are a number of bombproofs 
and a series of sheltered roads con- 
necting them, so that wo could pass 
from one to another. It is ono thing 
tp make a charge or meet one, but 
quite another to work day after day, 
night after night, and not know what 
instant will bo your last. Ono gets 
accustomed to anything, and curiously 
enough ono of the greatest dangers 
was that we would grow so familiar 
with our danger that wo would ignore 
it. Familiarity breeds contempt for 
bursting shells and sharpshooters, as 
for anything else, but to relax for a 
moment and step for an instant be-

REWARD 


T HE most*dcadly battle of tho en- 
tire war, Pickett’s famous charge, 
is recalled by scores of soldiers. 
Ono of theso veterans, who was 
wounded o> the third day at Gettys- 
burg, .T. P. Itoek, of the Sumner Post. 
New York, carried tho bullet ho re^ 
ceivcd until very recently. 

"We stood behind Pickett’s charge." 
said lie. "It Is a matter of history, 
of course, how frightful the loss was. 
Later, when we came to count the 
cost, we found as all tho world knows 
that some of our regiments had lost 
seventy-five per cent, of all the men 
who went Into tho fight. I am told 
that there is no such loss recorded 
elsewhere In military history. 

"Tho fighting at ‘Dloody Anglo’ beg 
gars description. In any ordinary bat- 
tle, even a lively one, you may see a 
man drop from time to time, and in a 
desperate charge the ground may be, 
as tho saying is, covered with the 
dead and wounded. But that is an 
exaggeration. After a hard battle 1 
have ro<jn bodies scattered pretty 
tr'Tiy. but the ground was not lit- 
■ r s ’ * v covered. But after Bloody An- 
• * o-ild have been Impossible to 

" « r.v. ful loss. Sumo regk 


meats wt re reduced to a mere hand- 
ful of men. Many of the companies 
were practically wiped out of exist- 
ence. Imagine tho most fatal rail- 
road wreck, when scarcely any ono 
succeeds in escaping from tho cars, 
and you will have somo idea of tho 
nppoaranco of our regiments. I went 
through tho three days unhurt, but on 
tho last of tho third day a bullet 
caught mo in tho leg. I carried that 
bullet for forty years until a bad fall 
made it necessary to extract it." 


A T the battlo of Lookout Mountain 
a New York regiment was In tho 
front ranks alul contributed 
tty in determining the issue. Tho 
work of the 215th New York in this 
famous engagement is by no means a3 
familiar as it should be. James 
Schmidling, who fought in this regi- 
ment, now tho commander of J. L. 
Itiker Post, and who incidentally 
fought in seventeen pitched battles, in 
recalling tho fight abovo tho clouds, 
said: 

“Our regiment was early on tho 
scene, and this promptness had an 
important effect on tho fortunes of tho 
day. Tho battle, It will bo remem- 
bered, was fought abovo tho clouds. 
Now in fighting, tho position of tho 
troops at the beginning often decides 
tho battlo in advance. Since this bat- 
tlo was fought practically on a moun- 
tain top, on very high ground, tho 
! troops holding nn elevated position 
naturally had an immense advantage. 
Our regiment held an Important van- 
tage point, but wewero ahead of the 
main army and faced a forco vastly 
superior in numbers. It was a ques- 
tion of hours beforo our reinforce- 
ments could come up. I think every 
man realized what depended upon us. 
Wo lost heavily, but wo held our 
ground until tho main army arrived, 
and the position wo had maintained 
at such sacrifice proved to be of the 
utmost importance.” 


T IIE South Atlantic blockade squad- 
ron was largely recruited from 
New York city. Tho survivors of 
this famous fleet are to bo found today 
scattered throughout many of tho 
posts. Practically all of these old sail- 
ors have seen particularly active serv- 
ice. Matthew Jennings of N. O. Farn- 
ham Post, in recalling these stirring 
days, said: 

"I was on the Saratoga, and a good 
deal of the time we were in tho thick 
of It. The hottest fight wo had, I 
should say, was In the expedition to 
burn the railroad bridge connecting 
Charlestown and Savannah. 

“Wo were ashore three days on tho 
expedition. I don’t recall what our 
loss was, but It was very heavy. The 
attack was finally mado with a con- 
siderable land forco assisted by a fire 
from tho boats. To cut this particu- 
lar artery in tho system of communi- 
cation among tho Confederates was 
considered well worth tho prlco of 
hundreds of lives. Under cover of the 
firing from tho ships the land forces 
advanced on the bridge. 

“The enemy was forced back foot 
by foot across tho structure, leaving 
the bridge littered with their dead. 
When it was possible to llvo In tho 
zone about tho end of the bridge, for 
the firing was terrific, we dashed for- 
warded and succeeded In setting It 
afire. When we again reached our 
ship after a three days’ absence it 
was a sadly diminished but trium- 
phant party.”

Outgrowth of the Postal 6avlr>gs Sys- 
tem In Itaiy Has Proved of 
Great Value. 

The automatic savings bank was tho 
outgrowth of the postal savings bank 
system In Italy, and has proved of 
greet value and convenience. In a 
cast Iron pillar there are three slits. 
In tho top of ono a ten centime 
picco may bo inserted — if false 
it la rej.vjted through the second 
slit, but if gcc-i a slip of paper, a 
printed re - je! v 't f drops from tho lower 
slit. When the depositor has five of 
these receipts ho can present them 
at any postal savings agency and re- 
ceive a regular pass book In which 
his 59 centimes are credited, ahd on 
which interest Is paid at tho rate of 
four per cent. 

The advantages of this plan are 
obvious. The laborer Is encouraged 
to save a 'nvstien of his wages 

each day without the ircnble and loss 
of time li-cldent to going to a pos- 
sibly remoto poatcfflce to make his 
deposit. There Is, of course, a large 
saving of clerical work (o tho postal 
savings employes.

II. Gulnand, a famous shot in his day, 
a past commander of tho Berdan 
Sharpshooters, was tho hero of many 
stirring adventures of tho fighting be- 
fore Fredericksburg. 

“Few civilians or soldiers either, 
for that matter, can reallzo what it 
meant to bo a sharpshooter in such a 
battlo as Fredericksburg,” said Mr. 
Gninand, in recalling his experiences. 
"I never knew what It was to fight be- 
side any one. I had to follow my de- 
tail practically alone. 

"During tho battle of Fredericks- 
burg I with two other sharpshooters 
was detailed to pick oft a negro sharp- 
shooter, a Confederate, who had been 
working havoc among our men. We 
got a glimpse of him now and then, 
but nothing more. Ho was a crack 
shot and had brought down many of- 
ficers and privates. In order to get 
within range of him wo bad to go fur 
beyond our picket lines and beyond 
any chanco of assistance. This gen 
oral region was well within range of 
tho enemy, a position much too dan- 
gerous for tho regiment to venture on. 

"Tho three of us watted for night 
and then crept with tho greatest cau- 
tion toward tho enemy's lines. By 
morning wo had hidden ourselves In 
trees well apart, whero wq awaited 
developments. Wo wero well enough 
hidden, but the bullets whistled 
through the trees and occasionally 
dropped showers of leaves on us; but 
that was to bo expected. Well, It took 
us all day to locate that negro, but 
we got him finally. Ho had hidden 
himself In an old chimney, which
